Tuesday morning—a little berag-

blooms they were, some of them 
several inches long and already 
tinged a deep violet at the edges. 
Many of the buds are an inch 
and a half long now. According 
to Guy Scott, who showed the 
writer around the Fennel estate 
under a leaden, threatening sky, 
the vine "will be out in a hustle,” 
and the Fete will be opened in 
haste if it clears off and a spell 
of warm weather comes along.

600 Behind 
Real Figure 

Only Two More Republicans 
Than Democrats As Can¬ 
vassers Complete Job 

Unless they interest themselves 
to the extent of going to the 
City Hall and seeing that their 
names are added to the registry 
lists, between 600 and 700 Sier¬ 
ra Madreans will be unable to 
vote at the April municipal elec¬ 
tion, when two Councilmen, a 
city clerk and city treasurer will 
be elected, or at the following May 
Presidential primary and the Fall 
general elections. 

Tiie district registrars have 
c»hipleted their canvass of the 
City and turned in their books. 
’They enrolled exactly 1658 per¬ 
sons, or more than 600 less than 
the city's highest previous regis¬ 
tration. Registration for the 
municipal election closes March 
5. Unless there is a lively public 
interest in the approaching muni¬ 
cipal contest the vote will be the 
smallest in more than six years. 

Due to the fact that Dr. Town¬ 
send's old age pension plan fol¬ 
lowers are registering ns Demo¬ 
crats in an effort to send a 
Townsend-controlled dele gation 
from California to the Democratic 
National convention and that 
Congressman John Steven Mc- 
Groarty, of this district, is their 
standard bearer, Democratic regis¬ 
trations will probably exceed the 
Republican this year for the first 
time in the citv’s history. The 
city stood by its G.O.P. moorings 
even in the Roosevelt landslide 
of 1932. 

As the district registrars com¬ 
pleted their work there is a dif¬ 
ference of tw'o between the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic strength, 
with the GOP holding thc edge. 
There are no members of the 
Communist or Commonwealth 
parties. The figures for Sierra 
Madre as certified by W. N. Kerr, 
county registrar of voters, show's 
751 Republicans, 749 Democrats, 
17 Prohibitionists. 7 Socialists. 1 
Progressive and 133 declined to 
enroll as members of any poli¬ 
tical party or faith. 

Unless these latter change their 
registrations they will be unable 
to participate in' the Presidential 
primary election in May when 
delegates to the National con¬ 
ventions will be chosen. They will, 
however, be able to vote at the 
April municipal election. 

Registrations in the county had 
passed the 900.000 mark yester¬ 
day and County Registrar Kerr 
announced a growing interest in 
the May Presidential primary

according to local Forest Super¬ 
visor William V. Mendenhall who 
announced last week that city 
fire fighting methods, rather than 
present forest tactics, may be 

adopted in this area, as a result 
of a recent survey. 

"Under modem conditions, it is 
often as impractical to send men 
up to a firebreak when a forest 
fire breaks out as it would be to 
place them at the outskirts of a 
city when a conflagration occurs 
in the downtown section," Men¬ 
denhall said. 

Modification of a recent plan 
to construct 17500 miles of new 
fire breaks in the Angeles Forest 
and build only 225 miles instead 
will be recommended to regional 
authorities by the supervisor. Ap¬ 
proximate cost of building fire 
breaks is $1000 per mile. The 
same amount of money put into 
modem fire equipment, stationed 
at strategic points in the forest, 
would be far more effective, the 
supervisor believes. 


FRUIT TREES AS 
ORNAMENTALS 

By Jessie Ward. Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

T O use fruit trees as ornamen¬ 
tals is only advisable when 
the grounds are very limited 
or where the house is built in 
the back part of the lot so that 
there is no space left for an or¬ 
chard in the rear—where it really 
belongs. In treating fruit trees as 
ornamentals they should not be 
planted in straight rows, but 
spotted around as you would or¬ 
namental trees. 

Orange trees and avocado trees 
are probably the most ornamental 
of the fruit trees because of 
their dense dark green foliage. If 
they are going to be used as 
shade trees they can be pruned 
up underneath so that one can 
walk or sit under them. But of 
course this can not be done until 
after they have made considerable 
growth. 

Some of the deciduous fruit 
trees are quite ornamental ex¬ 
cept when they are dormant in 


me ran when its leaves turn to 
golden red and later, after the 
foliage drops off and the bright 
orange colored fruit hangs on like 
Christmas tree ornaments. 

Apricot trees make large 
spreading shade trees. Peaches 
and plums have showy bloom in 
the early spring. The pomegran¬ 
ate blooms are as beautiful as 
any ornamental. It makes a large 
shrubby bush that will look well 
in any ornamental planting where 
a large shrub is called for. 

Guavas and fiejoas and Natal 
plums (Carrissa Grandiflora) are 
all ornamental shrubs as well as 
useful fruits. They can always be 
used in the ornamental garden if 
desired. 

Grape vines can be used to 
cover trellises, fences, woodsheds, 
etc., or to shade a back porch 
in the summer time.

Total investment of $300,000 by 
the United States government in 
shares of the First Federal Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Asosciation of 
Altadena is expected by March t, 
according to H. F. Dunton, secre¬ 
tary-manager, who yesterday 
stated that the government has 
invested $150,000 to date in his 
association.
